Washington— Although the coun- 


try has had three years In which to 
get acquainted with Calvin Coolidge, 
few of those who have seen him 
close-up will concede that they un- 
derstand his inscrutable presonality. 


If it is suggested for instance that 


Mr. Coolidge is uncommunicative 
there are dozens of callers who have 
spent a half hour or more with him 
who can testify that he has monopol- 
ized the conversation. If it is con- 
tended, that he is cold and seclusive, 
then may it be recorded that more 
people have been Invited to break 
bread with Mr. Coolidge than with 
any president possibly since the days 
of William Howard Taft. 


Mr. 'Coolidge' has not shut himself 


in. He ha* had many people-along 
with'him'on weekends on the "May 
flower" and he keeps a constant 
round of invitations going for brealc- 
fast, .Itinch and dinner at the .White 
House. 'More members of the senate 
and house, it is safe to conjecture, 
have breakfasted with Mr. Coolidge 
thair with any other president in our 
times. If there is any thrill 
In a 


White House invitation. Mr. Coolidge 
has bestowed it liberally on members 
of 
congress, 
industrial 
captains, 


newspaper editors and 
publishers, 


correspondents, political leaders and 
distinguished visitors from 
foreign 


countries. 


TRUE DEMOCRACY 


Certainly there has been every as- 


pect of democrary at the White House 
and to no small extent the spirit of 
ease, and equality has been inspired 
by the First Lady of the Land who 
has succeeded in banishing stiffness 
from social functions. 


Why then is Mr. Coolidge inscru 


table? It is because he does not 
think out loud. He doesn't in ordi- 
nary 'conversation forget the neces- 
sity for caution and deliberate state 
ment. He Is the last word In care- 
fulness of expression. Possibly it is 
his long training in politiics where 
the first rule is never to utter 
superfluous word. Possibly it is a 
conservatism developed by his study 
of the law. But in any event, many 
persons who have talked with Mr. 
Coolidge will concede that after they 
have heard him express himself, they 
have learned merely at first-hand 
what he has been saying or preach' 
ing in public speeches or in confer- 
ences with public men aa reported in 
the press. 


BLSSINESS PARAMOUNT 


In other words Mr. Coolidge nevor 


throws off the business aspect of his 
life and in this respect there are prob- 
ably thousands of men in private life 
who parallel him—they eat, think and 
dream their business affairs. It has 
been said of Mr. Coolidge that he does 
not play. Tet there are forms of re- 
laxation which he does enjoy. 
He 


likes to see motion pictures. He likes 
to walk. 
He has lately shown an 


enthusiasm for fishing. It Is not 
surprising. 
For Mr. Coolidge likes 


the. kind of things that do not re- 
quire that he participate with others 
aj in games. 
He likes to see pictures 


because he doesn't have to talk if 
ho doesn't want to. He likes fishing 
because it is carried on in solitude. 
For the art of companionship is not 
one of Mr. Coolldge'a strong points. 
He likes to have people about him 
and yet doesn't like to feel a respons- 
ibility for entertaining them or un- 
folding his mind. People like to hear 
presidents gossip. They like to see 
presidents off their guard. Many in- 
discreet statements have been uttered 
In unguarded moments at the White 
House in the past. Mr. Coolidge Is In- 
scrutable because he is never off his 
guard. He is always mindful that 
he is in politics and that he is vested 
with an incomparable responsibility.

Eleanor Mills were Thursday in the 
hands of Assistant Attorney Gener- 
al Simpson as a. result of what he 
described as "an amazing story" by 
a new witness. One warrant charges 
a man frequently mentioned in the 
case with being an accessory to the 
murder. Mr. Simpson said he would 
recommend this man be held without 
bail when arrested. 


The other names Mrs. Nellie

Russell, a negress, as a material wit- 
ness. Informed of the warrant, she 
waited most of Wednesday night on 
her front porch, about three quar- 
ters of a mile from the crab apple 
tree under 
which the bodies were

Mrs. Russell's former witness testi-

Mrs. Russell, after a conver 
sation with attorneys for the slain 
man's widow now on bail 
charged 


with the murder, made afldavit that 
at the time in question Mrs. Gibson

at the Russell home discussing 


a stray dog. 


Detectives Thursday were checking 


the statement made to Mr. Simpson 
Wednesday by the newly discovered 
witness a middle aged married woman 
who called at the office after being 
advised by her husband to tell what 
she knew. 


Mr. Simpson refused to disclose her 


name but declared there would be 
four arests within 48 hours 
if her 


testimony was verified.

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SCHAFER DENOUNCES BLAINE 
A few days ago the Madison Capital 


times, official Progressive organ in AVis- 
consin. repudiated Blaine for senator. The 
following da%- one of the officers of the 
State Central committee repudiated him. 
Other prominent Progressives have done 
the same. And now Congressman John C. 
Schafer of Milwaukee, La Follette Pro- 
gressive, has issued a statement rejecting 
both Blaine for senator and Ekern for 
governor. He says: "I am opposed to 
the Madison ring—a self-perpetuating 
oligarchy—the principal plank ot whose 
platform is. 'keep us in office.' " The de- 
nunciation of the slate makers by Mr. 
Schafer. who is one of the most influential 
La Follette men in Mibvaukee-co, came 
like a thunderbolt in the Blaine camp. It 
seems to make it clear that the intelligent 
and courageous Progressives all over the 
state have had enough of Blaine and are 
determined, to get rid of him. They seem 
to feel this is necessary ii the Progressive 
organization is not to be wrecked, and 
doubtless they are right. 


Congressman Schafer flays the governor 


unmercifully. 
He says Blaine s attacks 


on the supporters of the world court are a 
smoke screen to becloud the issues of the 
campaign, and demands to know by what 
' right the Madison ring brands prominent 
Progressives'who supported the world 
court as party betrayers, pointing to the 
fact that Senator "Wheeler, Mr. La Fol- 
lette "s running mate in the last presiden- 
tial election, voted for the world court, as 
did Senator Norris and a number of ^ is- 
consin Progressive congressmen. Mr. 
Schafer commends the independence and 
character of Senator Lenroot for voting 
his conscientious views on this question. 
iWhile he originally opposed the court 
himself,.Mr. Schafer admits there is noth- 
ing in this issue which prevents a Pro- 
gressive from voting either way.

Blaine approves those Progressives who 
voted for the world court and are support- 
ing him politically.

TUB BURNING OF THE BOOKS 


In newspaper copy of a radio health talk deliver- 


ed by a Miss Margery Quigley. former president of 
the Xc-.v York L-brary association, under the aus- 
pices of the New York state health department. I 
fmd this excellent suggestion: 


Some well meaning friend suggests a food fad or 


urges you to take- up this or that method of train- 
ing your nerves or your liver or some other part 
of your body. Don't take this kind of advice 
off- 


hand. Your doctor or your library will tell you 
whether such methods fall under the, designation 
of quackery or not. Libraries can't afford to spend 
money for books unless they are recognized by the 
best authorities. There are many "excellent book1* 
on all phases of the health question. Your librari- 
an will help you to select them." 


Yet a good deal of the pseudo scientific "litera- 


ture" of modern quackery may be found in the av- 
erage public library, and a great many public li- 
braries do not havo the best contemporary health 
literature when one asks for it. However, the sug- 
gestion is a. good one. You are as likely to fmd real 
help In the pubKc library as you are to get it from 
your doctor if you seek quch advice from him. 
There are a great many good physicians who ore 
not informed about such literature and cannot ad- 
vise or help a patron as well as the librarian can.

ALBERT, DICTATOR 


King Albert of Belgium, always an 


admirable figure and a splendid monarch 
if ever there Tvas one, bulks ever better 
as Belgium's dictator in this, her time of 
financial stress. Despite all coercion and 
'argument, once he has decided what to 
him seems best, he sticks to it. Examine 
for a moment his edict that foreigners 
staying temporarily in Belgium must pay 
a tax of 20 per cent of the prices of ho- 
tel rooms as-well as a tax of. 1.5 per cent 
of the price of their food and another pro- 
vision that all motor cars belonging to 
foreigners are subject to a daily circula- 
tion tax of 10 francs. At first glance it 
seems the height of folly. 
That is what 


all the hotel keepers of the kingdom told 
him. 


But the hotel keepers' wail did not 


change him. AVhat matters it to a dicta- 
tor if any one class suffer if the county- 
is saved ? And the way Albert, king and 
dictator, figured the problem out was that 
if there was no tax many foreigners would 
come, the innkeepers would profit, but the 
government would be just as poor. So 
he decided that if there was a. stiff tax 
imposed it might drive some people out 
of Belgium and curtail the tourist trade, 
but for every one who did travel in Bel- 
gium something would find its way into 
the coffers of the government, where it is 
so sorely needed. 


Hard on the poor hotel keepers? Of 


course it is. How could it be otherwise ? 
But how much better the whole country 
•will be if Albert's theory works out! His 
is the broad, national view. It is the at- 
titude to take in saving Belgium from 
financial ruin. Such measures, that over- 
look petty, selfish considerations, and 
drive straight to the mark of national wel- 
fare, are what has made dictators popular 
in France. They are tired of weak and 
designing and faltering politicians over 
there.

It goes to show that ignorance 
and superstition still weigh more than knowledge 
and science in library practice. Of course if the 
old fogy health officer orders the books burned the 
library folk must obey, but they should at 
least 


make some kind of protest against the criminal de- 
struction of property. 
I wonder whether the publishing interest exerts 


an Influence to keep such a disgraceful regulation 
in force? There is a similar 
regulation -in some 


cities' forbidding the sale of a used mattress, for 
example—an ordinance which makes much business 
for the mattress people. But there is no reason to 
suspect <tiiati any disease is conveyed by second 
hand mattress material. And the very cities which 
have such "health" regulations generally permit 
the sale of second hand clothing, second hand up- 
holstered furniture, and the like—simply because 
the clothing interests and furniture malcers are 
not so aggressive.

Appoints Special Tax and 


Naturalization Committees 
to Reduce Work 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
Washington, D. C.—Continued pres- 


sure upon federal courts of new busi- 
ness -and greater volumes of busi- 
ness has prompted congress to make 
a renewed effort to cut down the work 
of the federal judiciary- 
The latest 


effort in this direction is the passage 
of a law to give wider jurisdiction in 
naturalization hearings to the com- 
missioners 
of 
naturalization, 
and 


there by relieve the courts of a large 
part of their work in this respect. 


About 150,000 aliens are being nat- 


uralized each year, and the appear- 
ance of these new citizens in court, 
with their witnesses, occupies a large 
amount of the time of federal judges. 
Congress did not want to make nat- 
uralization easier, or to eliminate, the 
careful examination, 
under onth. of 


the new citizens and their witnesses, 
but it found that something had to be 
'lone to relievo the courts. 
So a law 


has been enacted giving to commis- 
sioners o£ naturalization, appointed 
by federal judges, the authority to 
perform all of the functions of the 
judge except the final administration 
of the oath of citizenship. The judge, 
of course, retains the right of ques- 
tioning witnesses in any case where 
the applicant or the commissioner is 
not satisfied with the hearings held 
by the commissioner. 


Another recent effort to relieve the 


courts of the litigation 
which has 


been piling upon them has been the 
permanent establishment of the board 
of tax appeals, a board which amounts 
to a court of 16 members, sitting 
Individually or collectively in "Wash- 
ington or in the field, to hear appeals 
from taxpayers on rulings 
of the 


United States Bureau of international 
revenue regarding- taxes. 


This board has 
been temporarily 


functioning for some time, but the 
permanent 
appointments of sixteen 


members for twelve year terms were 
sent to the senate by President Coo- 
lidge just prior to June 1. when the 
law provided for organization of the 
permanent board. Some political con- 
siderations temporarily ^delayed con- 
firmation of the appointees, and there 
has been an interval with no board 
in session. 


While all of the tax appeals might 


not have gone into federal courts if 
there were no board of tax. appeals, 
the experience of the temporary board 
shows something of what the courts 
have been facing.

The dismembered body of 
a 


young woman recently 
was 
found 


near "Boston. In a few days the police 
cleared up this mystery, 
revealing 


that Miss Edith Lou-lse Greene had 
died after an illegal operation which 
her sweetheart had arranged. 


The work of the police in this case 


is in striking contrast to the detec- 
tive work that has led to the solu- 
tion of similar crimes that have 
shocked the nation during the last

MOULDING SAND 


Standardize Method to' Re- 


.duce $8,000,000 Annual 
Bill of Foundrymen 
/ 


Ithaca, X. IT., —OP)— Science has 


taken the guess work out of another 
industrial process. 


It has evolved standard 
methods 


for testing molding sands which en- 
able the foundryman to tell whether 
the sand, he is using for a given 
casting has the right properties for 
preventing flaws, whether it is strong 
enough and whether it contains the 
proper venting qualities. 


The standardization, which already 


is effecting substantial savings in the 
Industry, has been ferfected by an in- 
ternational research committee orga- 
nized by the American Foundrymen's 
association and the National Research 
council. Much of the research work 
that attended the development of the 
standard.tests has been done in the 
laboratory of geology at Cornell uni- 
versity. 


As a result, the committee has rec- 


ommended several pieces of apparatus 
for testing the strength, permeability 
and texture of molding sands. Pre- 
viously the foundryman had had no 
accurate means of determining whe- 
ther he was using the sand that ex- 
actly met his requirements and con- 
sequently many castings were spoil- 
ed due to experimention with various 
grades. 


Xow, however, he can test his sand 


before he starts a casting, thus often 
eliminating the possibility of costly 
mistakes. "With the same methods he 
can maintain a daily control over the 
properties of his sand heaps. 


One of the factors leading to the or- 


ganization of the research committee 
was the gradual depletion of the de- 
posits of high grad molding sand and 
the increased costs of shipments from 
new and less accessible beds. The an-

Ky., —UP)— When the 


United States government takes over 
Mammoth Cave as a national park, 
a* already provided for, there will go 
with it another cave, hardly known 
to tourists, but known around here 
today as "Nigger Cave," because be- 
fore the civil war a. runaway slave 
made his home in it for two years. 


"Nigger Cave," one of "many in this 


region, lies about six miles from the 
entrance to Mammoth. Cave and its 
opening Is on the west 
side of a 


mountain knob. Tears ago the region 
abounded in deer and turkey and in 
the sixties a hunter following a. wild 
turkey came upon it 
and judging 


from the well beaten trail that led 
to It decided that some large animal 
made Its home -there. 


The hunter, who'se name long has 


been forgotten, lay in wait and about 
dark saw a negro man emerge from 
the entrance, get water from a near- 
by pond and pick up some brush and 
sticks and then return to his under- 
ground abode. 
The negro, who was captured the 


following day, •wore a quilt wrappec 
about his loins and bad on a tattered 
coat, admitted he was a runaway slave 
on bis way to Canada, but having 
found the cave decided to make his 
home there. He had built of stones a 
small furnace in the cave and this 
and a kettle and an old bucket and 
a pile of straw completed his house- 
keeping equipment. 


The runaway was sold to Bob Fos- 


ter, a slave trader, who carried him 
to his planation In, Georgia instead of 
selling him again, and taking a fancj 
to him. gave him his freedom some 
years later.
